disposed. The records shall include any offspring bom of any 
animal while in his or her possession or under his or her 
control. 

(A record of sale for a male Nilgai did not list required information 
for the animal purchaser or receiver. The sale of another Nilgai had 
incomplete purchaser and receiver information.) 

2.131 (b)(1) o Handle all animals as expeditiously and carefully as possible 

in a manner that does not eause trauma, overheating, 
excessive cooling, behavioral stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

(A Nilgai cow attack by a dog, caused the a nim al to flee and run into 
a fence breaking her neck, and subsequent death.) 

3.127 (d) • On or after May 17, 2000, enclose by perimeter fence of 

sufficient height to keep animals and unauthorized persons 
out Fences less than 8 feet high for potentially dangerous 
animals, such as bears must be approved in writing by the 
Administrator. 

(In March 2010 dogs breached facility property, attacked and caused 
the death of a Nilgai cow.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest you are warned of this violation.
